When I saw Victor ROTHSCHILD last night 
I gave him an account of the gist of serial 1632 
and serial 163a. He was extremely grateful and said 
that it was a great comfort to him to feel that the 
authorities were worried about his problem. I told 
him that if we succeeded in getting a passport for him 
in a false name we would have to ask him to obey the 
rules that applied to Government officials who had 
false passports, i.e. he would have to surrender to us 
the passport in his real name while he was using the 
false one. He readily accepted this condition and said 
that it would cause him no difficulty. I told him on 
the authority of B.3 that we could provide him with 
vaccination and other health certificates signed by 
the office doctor in his false name but that we would 
be unable to provide one for yellow fever. That he 
would have to do himself. He said he thought he 
could do this if it ever proved necessary.

When I saw Victor ROTHSCHILD on 
22nd September he raised with me the problem 
ef his personal security in view of the bomb 
throwing incidents in Marks & Spencer and the 
various high-jackings that had occurred. He 
said that he was very anxious that his worries 
should not be known to Lady ROTHSCHILD or any 
of his family and would I keep this matter to 
a narrow circle. He asked whether it would be 
possible for him to have a passport in a false 
name as he had during the war so that he would 
not be obvious in passenger lists. I said that 
I would look into the matter. He also asked 
whether we could do anything to give him any 
form of physical protection. I asked him 
whether he had discussed the matter with Special 
Branch. I gathered that he personally had not 
done so but that Marcus SIEFF had discussed their 
joint problem with Special Branch. I said that 
I thought he ought to get in touch with Special 
Branch. He asked me if I could arrange this. 
He asked me whether it would be possible for this 
Service te tip him eff if he were in any danger.

I went to see Deputy Assistant Commissioner 
Fergusen Smith, Head of Special Branch, about the 
problem of ROTHSCHILD's security. I said that 
ROTHSCHILD and his wife were not only ex-members of 
this Service but had since been very valuable sources 
on matters concerning "the Philby network" and, in fact 
ROTHSCHILD had been the person really responsible for 
getting to us the hard information which proved the 
PHILBY case. We would therefore like to help him if we 
ceuld. I said that I thought his worry was a valid one 
as he, ROTHSCHILD, had been one of the major supporters 
ef Israel, particularly financially, and was therefore 
a target for the Arab Commandos. Ferguson Smith accepted 
that ROTHSCHILD was a major target and said that he 
was very anxious to help. He said it would be most 
unpleasant for everybody if anything happened to hin. 
He offered to send somebody round to talk to ROTHSCHILD 
and asked me what sort of person he should send. I 
said that ROTHSCHILD would much prefer to talk to an 
expert rather than a high-up. He said that being so 
he would send Inspector Palmer Hill to see ROTHSCHILD. 
I emphasised to Ferguson Smith that ROTHSCHILD did not 
wish his wife to know of his alarm. Would Palmer Hill 
therefore contact ROTHSCHILD at Shell rather than at 
his flat. Ferguson Smith agreed that he would do this. 
He then offered to put an occasional plain clothes 
patrol into St. James's Place where the ROTHSCHILD's 
London flat is just to make certain that there were no 
known odd characters around the place. I thanked him 
for this and said that I would tell Lord ROTHSCHILD that 
they were doing this. He said he would also speak to 
the Chief Constable at Cambridge so that they could keep 
an eye on the ROTHSCHILD's property there. I thanked 
Ferguson Smith for his help in this matter. He said 
that he was only too pleased to do what he could. He 
said that it was a very difficult problem because we 
didn't really have enough intelligence to know from 
where the danger might come.

I had dinner with Lord and Lady ROTHSCHILD on 
Monday 3rd March. 


Ze We first spent some considerable time discussing 
Anthony BLUNT. Tess said she was worried about him 
and I said I was equally so, suspecting that he was 
being blackmailed. She agreed with this suspicion and 
asked me if I knew what was worrying him. I said that 
I did not. She said that she did not know either; 

she knew he was having trouble with John GASKIN but 

did not think the latter was putting the screws on. 

She knew BLUNT was anxious he should be properly 
provided for. I said I intended to tackle BLUNT 

on this matter as there would be a risk to everyone 

if he got himself into trouble over this. It was 
valuable, I added, that Anthony should have a "soft 
shoulder" in Tess if it should turn out that he was 

not willing to tell me what was going on. She said 
that she would be willing to play this role but pointed 
out that she and Victor would be away from 12th March 
to 12th April, they were going to Barbados for a 
holiday. Anthony, she said, was in a very emotional 
state and she hoped he would not do anything foolish. 
She said she had told him he ought to resign but he 
had done nothing about it. Victor said he thought 

we ought to get him removed from his post as Keeper 

of the Queen's pictures. He told me a story about 

a picture which he had bought Anthony when they were 

at Cambridge. Anthony had discovered it in a shop 

and with his knowledge and skill had recognised it as 

a Poussin. Anthony had not the money to buy it and 
Victor gave him £90. The picture would now be worth 
about £80,000-£100,000 and Anthony had promised to 
leave it to Emma. Victor hoped he would not sell it 
in a moment of difficulty! 


Die We continued with more desultory discussion 
about Anthony.
